The Conquest and Colonization of Texas 


and California. 


Thomas Jefferson bought Texas as a 


part ofLouisiana, but the boundary be- 
tween Texas and Mexicohad never been 
clearly defined, and when Spain. ceded 
Florida to the United States Texas was 
ignorantly ceded to Spain as a part of 
the transaction. 
Shortly afterward Mexico sained her

The Spanish were slow about getting 


out of Florida, and didnot get out un- 
til1821, when their departure was ac- 
celerated by General Jackson, who had 
been appointed governor. 


In1818 our government ordered Gen- 


eral Jackson 
to invade Florida for the 


purpose ofrestoring order, which he did 
ina most disorderly manner. 
The next 


year webought allofFlorida for$5,000, 
000, and annexed it without bothering 
about the consent of the governnd, and 
for the reason that General Jackson bad 
already put them in a willing frame of 
mindby the liberal application of cold 
lead.. 


In1810 there was an insurrection in 


West Florida against Spanish authority, 
and the insurrectionists proposed annex- 
ation to the United States, butour gov- 
ernment thought there was abetter way 
to doitand so simply took possession of 
that part of the country west of the 
Perdido river,under a vestige of an old 
claim thi»t itbelonged to Louisiana and 
ought tohave been given tous anyway. 


Florida was a menace to the peace of 


the United States. 
The Spanish and 


Indians afforded a refuge to runaway 
negroes held as slaves in our land oflib- 
erty, and an eqaally welcome refuge for 
cattle and horses stolen from southern 
planters. 


On the other hand our people made 


reprisals in summary 
ways and were 


tempted toencroach upon Spanish pre- 
serves in making settlements across the 
border. • 


- That allthese acquisitions were either 
by 
conquest, 
discovery, or found an 


extra-constitutional 
warrant in what 


was believed to bea paramount national 
advantage, as laid down by Jefferson in 
making the Louisiana purchase. 


Finally, that the polioy of Jefferson 


and the democracy in tj}is regard Has 
been justified by timeand approved py 
the nation 


That the essential consideration which 


determined acquisition in each instance 
was the industrial and commercial ad- 
vantage of the United States. 


That'in no single instance,. excepting 


that of Texas, was the consent of the 
governed ever asked 
for or tendered, 


but that the acquisition of Louisiana 
was directly contrary to the wishes of 
the whitepeople livingwithin the pur- 
chased territory. 


Meantime, they are governed by the 
imperial power of • the President 
and 


Congress, except in so far as Congress 
has especially conferred upon them, in 
their, territorial:forms of government, 
certain rights and a certain participa- 
tioninconstitutional powers and privi- 
leges which they could not enjoy until 
Congress had so acted. 
They are only 
partially self governing.

nors an9judges may be removed any 
day.by the President and new ones ap- 
pointed in their places. 
They are de- 


pendent colonies, of the grade of British 
colonies of the second class.

part of theUnited States, inasmuch as 
they hava no voice in the affairs of the 
nation.'

Captain Gray was a fur trader and was 
after skins, which were to be marketed 
in China. 
It was the influence of 


Thomas Jefferson, then retired to Mon- 
ticello,but stillthe paramount factorin 
gateroaeat 
affair^ wbjcJi. jjrqmfited 


There was stillanother claimof right 


to Oregon, and it was that when Spain 
ceded Florida she also ceded her right 
to allcountry north ofCalifornia, which 
she laid claimto as part ofLouisiana. 


That great patriarch of expansionists, 


Thomas 
Jefferson, 
was so taken with 


thereport which Captain Gray brought 
home that he asked Congress, in a sec- 
ret communication, for anappropriation 
to fit out an expedition to explore the 
territory drained by the Columbia, and 
so make its annexation sure. 
As a re- 


sult of this the famous 
expedition of 


Lewis and Clarke was fittedbut in 1601 
and explored the country, bringingback 
areport that was invaluable in the dis- 
cussion whichafterward arose between 
our country and great Britian over the 
ownership of what is now C /egon and 
Washington, Idaho, and part of Mon- 
tana and Wyoming. 


The story of Oregon is soon told. We 


claimed that by right ofdiscovery, there 
being an international law which recog- 
nizes theright of the discoverer 
of the 


mouth of the river to all the territory 
drained by that river. In 1792, Captain 
Gray, of the ship Columbia, sailed over 
thebar and into the mouth of the great 
river to which he gave the name of his 
ship, and claimed the whole region for 
his country. 


And Florida livedunder 
this imper- 


ialistic form of government, subject to 
the willsof the President 
and of Con- 


gress, until1845 when it was admitted 
as a state. 


In 1822 a territorial government, sim- 
ilarinform to that of a British colony 
of the second class, was organized for 
Florida which gave it a very limited 
form of self-government, 
the governor 


and courts being appointed, and remov- 
able, by the President. 


For a year Florida was governed by 


the most absolute ofabsolutists, General 
Andrew Jackson. 


The constitutional question was not 


raised because 
that was held to have 


been settled in the acquisition of Lou- 
isiana by Jefferson. 
As in that case so 


is this; An absolute national necessity 
was the supreme law of the land. 


The sovereignty was transferred from 
Spain to the United States without ref- 
erence to the consent of the peoples who 
lived, and owned property, in Florida. 


The lessons 
to be learned from the 


annexation ofFlorida are these: 


autocratic power of General 
Jackson 


were that he could not lay new taxes or 
grant lands. 
He continued the Spanish 


laws and courts, but overruled their de- 
cisions, at his will, and, as a parting 
affront to Spain, tongue-lashed theretir- 
ing governor for two hours, in a lan- 
guage, the pnlypart of which the Span- 
iard understood being the expletives, 
and then sent him to prison for trying 
to take home some official papers which 
Jackson thought ought tobe leftin this 
country.

at Silver 
Lake, Stevens and McKinney place at 
$170. 
This amount includes 
the bare 


cost of the material placed on the 
ground, 
nothing being charged 
for 


their labor. 
Seventy 
dollars has al- 
ready been secured 
and they are now 


here to raise the balance of $100 which 
they hope to be able to do in Sutter 
Creek and Jackson. 


They attribute the scarcity of fish in 


our streams 
to the fact that in the 


spring when the spawning season ar- 
rives the fish go to the shallow streams 
to find a spawning ground. 
After the 


lapse of the proper number of days the 
spawn hatches there and the fry make 
their home inthe shallow stream. 'The 
advent of the summer 
heat evaporates 


the water in the stream and the inevit- 
able result is that the young fish per- 
ish.' The scientific method ofprevent- 
ing this 
destruction is to take the 


spawn from the fish, place itinhatch- 
ing baskets which inturn are placed in 
boxes." Astream of cold water is kept 
running through the boxes and the 
baskets, which are made of perforated 
material. . The hatching process 
re- 


quires about fiftydays. 
Shortly after 


the fry hatch they are placed in the 
lake or stream to be stocked.

age of two years they grow to a fair 
size forboth sport and the table. 


Stevens 
and McKinney, who have 


made the trout inthe waters ofCalifor- 
nia and Nevada a study, were inJack- 
son this week trying to interest the 
people of Jackson ina fish hatchery at 
Silver Lake.

While the constant handling ofGiant 
pqwdor makes men careless in its use, 
there is no excuse 
for a carelessness 
that endangers the lives of fellow work- 
men and makes widows of their wives, 
and orphans of their children. 


The men injured were .the one in the 


bottom and the one on the ladder, the 
others being protected by the skip. 
Fortunately 
the hole which went off 


was a back hole and did not break 
much rock. 
Ifit had been a front 


hole itis possible 
that the detonation 


wouldhave set off the other eight or 
ten holes and killed all the men on the 
skip. 
The hole 
which was set 
off 
might have disarranged 
the bell rope 


so that the engineer could not get his 
signal to hoist, or the skip mi^ht have 
been ' 


displaced 
so he could not have 


hoisted the men away from the "spit- 
ting"fuse before the deadly power of 
the detonators' had reached 
the Giant 


powder. In either event four corpses 
would probably have been brought 
to 


the surface instead 
of two frightened 


and twoslightly injured men. 


Itis the practice of the man who in- 


serts tho detonators or ''prepares the 
primers," to place the powder which 
he cuts out of the end of the Btickin a 
box and when that box is fullto send 
itbelow that the powder may be used 
in the work of blasting. 
When pre- 


paring a round of holes this powder is 
used, and being loose is scattered about 
more or less, with the result that the 
cavelesß handling of a candle or a light- 
ed fuse sets iton firo. Inthe first acci- 
dent above referred to, the powder in 
the box was ignited and burned with 
serious effect. Inthe accident of a few 
days ago, the fuses for an entire round 
of holes 
were "spitted" and thrown 


fromthe workers out to one corner of 
the shaft, 
where many 
of the small 
particles of powder had become scat- 
tered. 
These 
were burned and as the 
hole inwhich most of the fine powder 
had been used was not tamped the pow- 
der burned down and set offthe charge, 
inflicting injuries on two men. 
The 
skip was hanging in the shaft with, two 
men inIt, waiting to go. to the surface, 
and one 
m,an on the hanging ladder 


attached 
to the 6kip, and the other 


man just reedy to ascend the ladder. 


The recent accident 
to some miners 
in the Kennedy new shaft 
was the re- 


sult of inexcusable 
carelessness 
on the 


part of the men.

ed inthe same shaft inMay or June of 
this year which was attributable to the 
same cause.
